Into the Unjon until questions of this kind can
be answered to the satisfaction of the Radieal
Y, it is manifest that the Union will never
reconstructed at all. The ulmost can rea-
nably be expected from s people situated
ke the Wirginians in such a political confor-
mit{ as Gen. Leo declared to exist. It is barely
twelve months since these people were engaged
in one of the mosL desperate wars of modern
times—a war fought out to ** the bitter end
with e circumstance of passion and fary.
To ex hat they should now look with pos-
itive affection upon their conquerors, condemn
their most eminent men as traitors, and repu-
diate as abominable the principles for which
they saorificed their fortunes and staked their
lives, is beyond all reason.

It is enough if they know themselves beaten,
if they aoccept the results without reserve, if
they cherish no idea of deferred rebeilion, and
if they are prepared to return to their former
position with a resolution to perform all their
duties as citizens, and with o readiness Lo re-
ceive any warning impressions which time and
intercourse may bring. These are actually the
feelings with which General Lee describesthem
as Low animated. More, it must be evident,
could not be expected, but if more is desired it
is evident that the result can only be secured
by that very policy which the President has
avowed, and which the Radienals are so franti-
cally opposing If something is still to bedone
—nacdtf:;ly—hofurc a Yirginian can look upon
the Union as he looked tem years ago, it ean
be accomplished, ns General Lec affirmed, by
liberal and eenciliatory conduct on the part of
the Government.

If passive mcqulescence is to be eonverted
into eordial sympathy, it must be by kind and
generous treatment. The policy of the Radieals
is stultlied by their own professions. They
pretend to desire n more sympathizing South
than they have already got, and then in order
to improve Southern feeling, they propose to
inflict political disgrace and humilintion onthe
Southern people. They pronounce them to be
still disaffected, or not sufficiently well affect
ed and by way of concilinting them would
gondemn them to alienntion and dutlawry,—
Such a policy stands self convicted, for its ouly
result must be to make bad worse.

It is mot probable that a Virginian looks upon
the Goverament of the Union exactly like a
New Englander: no reasonable person would
expect that he should do so. It is enough for
the purposes of prudent reconstruction if the
States lately in secession have ahandoned all
ideas of independence, and are prepared to
make the best of their position as members of
the Union once more. The rest must neces-
sarily be the work of time, but it will be ac-
complished most speedily, as well as most
surely, through such poliecy as the President
advocates, Ile does not desire to swawp the
South with a swarm oi black voters, nor to
place the negro in a position of invideous or
perilous antagonism toward the white man
He asks only for simple professions of political
honesty. IHe stipulates that the Southern
States shall forgoe their views of secession,
acknowledge and confirm the abolition of sia-
very now and forever, deal fairly with the en-
franchised slaves, and repudinte the debt con-
tracted for the purposes of the rebellion. To
these conditions they are willing to assent, and
the Presic would open the doors of Con-
gress to theis and so restore the Union. What
his opponents desire, or profess 1o desire, wed
may collect from the examination to which
General Lee was subjected,

They demnnd impossibilities, for it is sim-
ply absurd to require that the South should
humbly and thankfully kiss the rod after the
fashion they prescribe. The policy of the Pre-
sident, on the other hand, is a poliey not only
of moderation, but of promise. It bids fair to
bring back the South to those sentiments of
perfect concord which the Kadieals pretend to
demnand- It is General Lee's opinion that such
a policy, sided by the indispensable co-opern-
tion of time, will really produce this effeot,
but it needs no argument toshow that a poliey
of provocation and oppression continued after
viclory must intensily and perpetuste that
very hostility which it is intended to extin-

guish.
